ANOTHER 1796 S-96 FOUND! 

A young collector from Wilmington, Delaware recently purchased, un- 
attributed, a Condition Census example of 1796 S-96. He recognized the 
variety by the heavy horizontal crack. The planchet is quite porous, but 
lightly and evenly so. The color is brick-orange, and shows evidence of 
having been dipped not too long ago. It is now beginning to tone. All of the 
devices on both obverse and reverse are full and complete; about 80 per cent 
of the hair detail shows, and most of the drapery is evident. There are a 
couple of minor scratches on the obverse, and several minor nicks on the 
reverse. The entire coin is most attractive. 

Except for the porosity and color, it would grade VF20. I have put an 
overall grade on it of FI 2 . This would place it in a tie with two others for 
second place in the Condition Census, 

The new owner states that he has no desire to sell or trade the piece, 
but is placing it in his collection.

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THE PETITE HEADS 


1 839-1 843 


Jules Reiver 

The initial work on the Petite Head large cents has been completed at 
this time. The series is a short one, having been issued for only a five- 
year period from 1 839 to 1 843. Two new varieties, the 1 842 N-1 0 and the 
1843 N-1 5, have been turned up, making a total of 43 varieties in all. Two 
varieties in the series, the 1841 N-1 and the 1843 N-1 4, are believed to have 
been struck in proof only. 

1842 N~1 0 

The first of the new discoveries, the 1842 N-10, was made in December, 

1 976 by Ted Naftzger . This variety has the large date and is very similar to 
the N-6, probably being attributed as N-6 in many collections. The point of 
the bust is midway between the inner and outer curves of 8. The sharp point 
of the curl is left of center of the upright of 4. The left edge of the foot of 1 
is over the center of a dentil. So far, the date location could be either for 
N-6 or N-10. On N-10, however, the left edge of the 1 is distant from the 
dentil, farther than any other 1842 large date. On N-6, the distance is medium. 

The obverse surface of N-10 is slightly rough. The diagonal of 4 is recut 
on the under side. There are tiny rust spots on the jaw near the chin, near 
the ear, and on the neck. On the reverse, the left edge of the second S of 
STATES is right of the tip of the leaf above. There is a dot at the base of the 
leaf right of the bottom of E in ONE. There is a faint roughness about the 

legend . 

N _ 6 has a small, dull dot close to the front of the upper lip, another right 
of the lowest curl behind the head, and one under the right foot of 1 . As on 
many Petite Heads, there are points under the thirteenth star. The reverse 
has faint dull lines up slightly to the left over MER. There is a fine vertical 
line through the center of the first leaf, left of the ribbon. The left edge of the 
second S and the tip of the leaf are on the same line. There are faint lines up 
to the right, inside N in CENT. On later strikes, the dot under the right foot 
of 1 disappears. Subvarieties are : (a) dots at lips and 1 ; (b) dot at lips only. 

On both N-6 and N-10, there are dots under the pendants of T in LIBERTY. 

1843 N-1 5 

The other new variety, the 1843 N-1 5, has the small letters reverse of 
1 842, and there is no hole in the ear. The point of the bust is right of the left 
edge of .8. The point of the curl is over the left edge of the upright of 4. The 
left edge of the foot of 1 is right of center of a dentil, and medium distance 

above it. 

There are many heavy lines down from the main curl behind the head and 
from the inner bun above. One line which is exceptionally heavy touches the 
tip of the innermost curl. Finer lines, up to the right, cross these tines. 
y^ er e are several lines down to the left at the throat.

There are two subvarieties: (a) Reverse perfect; and (b) two sharp lines 
up from the right top of N in ONE. 

A faint line runs from the right top serif to the center of the right upright 
of N in ONE. On subvariety (b), there are small, but heavy, rim breaks at 
the tip of the ribbon and at the tip of the stem . 

GENERAL 

With few exceptions, the date locations are not of much help in attributing 
the Petite Heads. In most cases, the locations of the date with reference to 
the bust, curls, and dentils varies very little from variety to variety. It is 
much easier to check such items as large or small date, hole (or no) hole in 
the lower part of the ear, or, as in the case of the 1843's, large or small 
letters reverse. Fortunately, there are many defects in this series, and these 
help considerably in attributing the varieties. 

Additional work on the series is indicated. For example, N-1 0 and N-1 1 
of 1840 are quite similar, the main difference being that N-10 has a blunt curl 
point while N-1 1 has a sharp one. Also, the curl on N-10 touches the forehead, 
but not on N-1 1 . These differences are not great, and it is possible that they 
both come from the same die. In a like manner, N— 1 , N-1 2, and N— 13 of 1840 
are quite similar. 

Newcomb states that N-3 and N-8 of 1 842 share the same obverse die. I 
don't think that this is correct. If Newcomb is right, however, and the lines 
under the date and the twelfth and thirteen stars seen on N-8 are gone on N-3, 
then the lines on N— 8 behind ONE CENT should be gone also, and N-3 would 
then become N-8b. As I said before, I don't think that this is true, and I have 
called them different varieties. 

In the 1843 large cent mintage, N-2 and N-7 are quite similar. Both have 
raised areas under the nose. On N-2, this is caused by a series of vertical 
lines, and the nose and chin are sharp. On N-7, the raised area is formed by 
horizontal lines, and the nose and chin are blurred. Both N-2 and N-7 have a 
rim break over UN . Common sense says that they must be products of the 
same die. However, N-2 has points up and down from ONE CENT, N-7 does 
not. N-2 has defects under 1,4, and 3 of the date; N-7 does not. For the 
present, I consider these to be different varieties. 

Another question has arisen regarding N-9 of 1843. Newcomb lists rim 
breaks at the sixth and seventh stars, later at the eleventh star. I have two 
specimens, one with rim breaks at the first and second stars, the other at the 
eighth to tenth stars. Neither specimen shows the rim breaks mentioned by 
Newcomb. 

As I said before, much work on the series is still indicated. Any additional 
information on the varieties mentioned, or on the Petite Head series as a whole, 
will be most welcome. There is still considerable study to be done on the entire 
series.

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BOOK REVIEW: "OFFICIAL ANA GRADING STANDARDS FOR UNITED 

STATES COINS" Edited by Ken Bressett and A. Kosoff; 
Whitman Coin Products, Western Publishing Co., Inc., 

1977 352 pp. $5.95

Is our beloved Dr. Sheldon chuckling from the Other Side, now that he is 
being hailed as the inventor of the official ANA grading system? Probably so — 
but with a tinge of disappointment. 

Without question, the ANA grading book represents a solid achievement 
by many dedicated and hardworking numismatists, collectors, and dealer s 
alike. It has set a new standard in its field, far surpassing in thoroughness 
and usefulness the two previous standard authorities, viz. A GUIDE TO THE 
GRADING OF UNITED STATES COINS by Brown and Dunn and PHOTOGRADE 
by Ruddy. It has received instant acceptance by leading auction houses and 
dealers. Yet it has failed to endorse in their entirety the high standards for 
the grading of large cents proposed by Denis Loring and Del Bland. More 
importantly, it has not been entirely faithful to the standards of Dr. Sheldon 
himself. 

The quantitative grading system which Dr. Sheldon developed was an 
attempt to objectify the grading of coins primarily according to wear, but also 
taking into account especially in the upper grades, the coin's surface and color. 
The 70-point scale was developed originally to describe the relationship be- 
tween the grade of a large cent and its price. Obviously, the grade-price 
relationships do not remain constant across the broad range of U.S. coins, 
particularly for modern series where MS70 examples exist by the bagful. 
-Therefore, the ANA Grading Board, in adopting the Sheldon scale, has 
abandoned the idea of price as a function of grade and has used the scale simply 
as a continuum to indicate degrees of wear. Surface and color, as well as 
wear, are taken into account generally for grades EF40 and above. 

The book is prefaced by brief remarks of Grading Board chairman Abe 
Kosoff, in which he summarizes the Board's four year task and gives credit to 
the many experts who lent a hand to it, including several prominent members 
of EAC. (For a statement of the grading standards proposed to the Board by 
Loring and Bland, see P— W, vol . IX, pp 217—20 and 2/9—82 (1975); a compari 
son of these standards with those as published is instructive.) 

The introductory essay by Q . David Bowers is an excellent exposition of 
the importance of grading, characteristics of the coin surface, minting methods 
which affect a coin's appearance, and the effect on coins of toning, cleaning, 
and preservation. It is especially useful to the beginning collector, and the 
wisdom of his observations surely will be affirmed by experienced collectors. 
The essay concludes with general remarks about the nature and grading of 
proof,' uncirculated, and circulated coins, with the heart of the essay being the 
grading descriptions of proofs and business strikes. A glossary and other 
editorial data precede the detailed description of grading standards for the 
various denominations and types . 
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In addition to the overall grade, the Board commendably favors specific 
verbal descriptions of such peculiarities of a coin as a strike from defective 
dies, presence of unusual adjustment marks, excessive bagmarks, serious 
handling marks, damage or repairs, weakness or unevenness of strike, 
whizzing, and the like. Bowers’ caveat that "generally, in any category of 
grading, the more explanation given, the more accurate is the description" is 
a point very well taken . 

The Board has somewhat simplified the original Sheldon scale by dropping 
the grades BS1 , Fair2, G5 and 6, VG7 and 10, and (most regrettably) FI 5, 
recommending against the use of intermediate grades on the basis that it en- 
courages unwarranted hair-splitting in grading. However, I would assume that 
copper collectors will continue to use the omitted Sheldon grades inasmuch as 
they have definable meanings and accurately describe a large number of lower- 
grade cents in numismatic circulation. 

The grading descriptions themselves are concise, easy to understand, and 
are accompanied by detailed drawings which clearly illustrate the verbal 
descriptions given . The drawings are the same basic Arthur Mueller sketches 
which were used in Brown and Dunn, except that a more sophisticated job of 
"whiting-out" various features to simulate wear has been done. Unlike Brown 
and Dunn, the drawings are reproduced at a nearly uniform scale of 27 to 31 
millimeters . 

Of particular value is the one-line italic summary of the general grading 
description which precedes each specific description. This general statement 
is constant throughout the book for every particular grade (e.g. The summary 
statement for Fine is "Moderate to heavy even wear. Entire design clear and 
bold.") regardless of the denomination or type. The specific grading 
description for the specimen follows the one-line summary statement. What 
this accomplishes is a further standardization of grading terms, so that a 
particular grade, e.g. Fine, has a similar meaning for every coin in the U.S. 
series. The specific descriptions then become interpretations of the general 
description for each particular coin denomination and type. 

Dr. Sheldon observed that because of the peculiarities of the early mint- 
ing procedures, certain varieties of cents are found with portions of the design 
weak. Bowers’ essay points out that this characteristic is true of early 
American coins in general, as well as certain later issues of some of the 
branch mints. Cent and half cent collectors will appreciate the fact that some 
of these defectively-made varieties are specifically noted in the ANA Guide, 
with the comment that striking defects should not be confused with actual wear. 
Some collectors maintain that a weakness of strike should be reflected in the 
grade. The ANA Board has not endorsed that position, except that it favors 
specific mention of a striking peculiarity along with the grade. Thus, as 
Bowers’ essay notes, it is possible to have an "MS70, lightly struck". 

The difference between the strict grading standards set by Dr. Sheldon and 
the more lenient standards endorsed by Brown and Dunn has been thoroughly 
discussed previously in the pages of P-W by Denis Loring (see P-W, Vol. I, 
p. 19(1967); Vol. VI, p. 1 51 (1972); Vol. IV, p. 21 5 (1 970) . This has always 
posed a dilemma for cent collectors; it is like having two different meanings 
for every word in your vocabulary. Unfortunately, by adopting standards more 
akin to those of Brown and Dunn than to those of Dr. Sheldon, and ANA Grading 
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Board has perpetuated this dilemma. To illustrate this point, let us make a 
few comparisons of the verbal descriptions of the standards for certain grades 
as they appear in the two authorities:

"Moderate to considerable 
even wear. Entire design is 
bold. All lettering, including 
LIBERTY (on coins with this 
feature on the shield or head- 
band) visible, but with some 
weaknesses . " 

"A coin which has a 
moderate number of bagmarks 
on its surface. Also present 
may be a few minor edge nicks, 
although not of a serious 
nature. Unusually deep bag 
marks, nicks, and the like 
must be described separately." 


"All of the design and all of 
the inscriptions are sharp . 

Wear is appreciable only on the 
high surfaces . If the coin is 
examined with a glass, the 
microscopic detail is gone." 

"For condition 60, a minor 
blemish, perhaps some micro- 
scopic injury, or light trace of 
discoloration may be tolerated." 


Also compare these two descriptions: From Dr. Sheldon: "Only the 
slightest trace of wear, or of rubbing, is to be seen on the high points_. 11 Frol J' 
the ANA Guide; "Only a small trace of wear is visible on the highest points of 
the coin". Do the descriptions sound similar? 1 hey should not, since that of 
Dr. Sheldon is of EF40, while that of the ANA Guide is of AU55. 

Perhaps what is needed in future editions of the ANA Guide is not only a 
coming-to-terms with the cent collecting fraternity of what the correct grading 
standards for cents are (and it should matter less whether or not Dr. Sheldon's 
grading standards are accepted than whether everyone uses the same standards), 
but also a further exegesis of the meaning of the terms themselves. For 
example, the one-line italic summary for the VF grades uses the term "sharp", 
that for F uses "clear and bold"; that for VG uses "clear but flat"; and that 
for G uses "visible". The book has a glossary, but for some reason these key 
terms are not in it. What do they mean, especially in relation to one another? 

I don't know what the Board intended, but from experience, I would suggest that 
the following might apply: 

Term Possible definition 

Visible Little or no defined relief between the feature and the field. 

The feature is almost worn flat, but you can still see it. 


Clear, but 
flat 


Observable relief exists between the feature and the field. 
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Clear and Relief is pronounced. 

bold 

Sharp Not only is there pronounced relief, but the wear present 

on the feature is minimal enough to permit an observer 
to make the finest distinctions as to such things as re- 
cutting, double punching, hand retouching, defects on the 
punch, etc. 

This review has focused on the standards for large cents and half cents, 
and the general standards as they affect these series, since that is what our 
members primarily collect. In so doing, I do not mean to slight the contribu 
tions made by this book to the grading of all the other U.S. series. 

In summary, I would describe the new ANA Guide as an important book, 
the most authoritative yet on the grading of U.S. coins, a must for the library 
of every EACer. In attempting to write a critique of it, I have been trying to 
keep in mind how much easier it is to give detached opinions of a book of this 
sort, than to be a part of the struggle to put the book together. Those who 
labored over it deserve much credit for the final result. It is a worthwhile and 
able accomplishment - yet one not free from controversy.

(Editor's Note : On the next page is a copy of the letter sent by John Wright to 

Margo Russell at COIN WORLD. This subsequently appeared, as written, in 
COIN WORLD'S "Letters to the Editor". 
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The new Grading- Guide is a long-awaited official breath into an 
old ness. The fact that it now officially exists is wonderful! 
Some of the points adopted by the wore commercially-minded are 
a bi't unfortunate, but better that than the continued grading- 
slide of the last three decades. 


The use of Sheldon's numerical scale is fine — it is an accented 
standard that has been in use for twenty years. But the war pi nr 
of that accepted standard to produce an ’’official" version is 
nothing less than a permissive compromise ■ — the same thing that 
started the slide in the first place. To be specific, those cents 
listed as grade 3 in Sheldon's condition-census lists are now 
"officially" U - coins by the new Grading Guide. Likewise, those 
physical pieces of copper that were listed as 6-coins in the pub- 
lished census are now "officially" considered as P-coins. Though 
slight, the relaxation is general. 


On Sheldon's scale, a strict VG cent is grade ?, not P — an P-ccin 
is VG-F, while a 10-coin is a slider-Fine (claims to Fine hut just 
doesn't quite cut it), how "officially" a VG is grade 8. CK, I'll 
live vith that — but now Coin h'crld has stretched things even 
further in Trends by declaring a Good coin to be a 6. A Good coin, 
even by the Grading Guide, is a h- coin. A 5~ccdn is G+, or G-VG, 
and a 6-coin is AVG -- barely missing a VG label. 


The ink is barely dry on the Grading Guide and the slide starts 
anew. How many decades will it be till the VGB cent in my hand 
(recently G6) is a YF2 5?

As new varieties of large cents have come to lights they have been 
published in PENNY-WISE. Whenever possible, photographs have been 
included . 

When P-W published the announcement of the NC5 variety of 1 800 in 1 968 
(unique, collection of Dr. Sheldon), the best we could do was to describe the 
coin we had seen. The coin has been published nowhere else and it has never 
been illustrated. The pictures below correct this shortcoming. The pictures 
have been obtained through the courtesy of the American Numismatic Society, 
whom WHS had asked to photograph the piece some years ago. 

The obverse is the 1 800 over 1 798 die of S— 1 90, 1 91 , NC6 (see P-W 
V:125 of July, 1972 and P-W VI:10 of January, 1,973). The reverse is new, 
as described in P-W II: 163 of September, 1968. The massive break readily 
explains the immediate retirement of this reverse die. 
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CATALOGUE COLLECTING

To continue John Adams’ excellent article regarding auction catalogues 
in November, 1977 P-W, I would like to submit the following personal notes: 

One of the more pleasant and enjoyable ways to spend a cold winter's 
evening for me up here in the frozen tundra of Minnesota is to get out past 
auction catalogues and browse through them. Besides being just good reading, 
they provide another teaching tool as to striking variations and die states. 

Those of you who do study them already know this, but those that haven't yet 
done so are really missing a great aspect of our common interest - collecting 

old coppers. 

Surprisingly, you just may find, as I did, that one of your half cents or 
cents is listed somewhere in a catalogue that was unknown to you. Many of 
these coins have changed hands over the years. One specimen which I have 
matches the description found in the 1930 sale of Dr. G. French by B. Max 
Mehl, and another from the 1954 sale of Anderson Dupont by Stack's. Unfor- 
tunately for us, some dealers will discard the 'old* envelope, preferring a new 
one with their color and cost code. Occasionally, when this discovery is made 
in time, one can return to the dealer and ask for the original envelope and/or 
the B. Max Mehl box. I have been successful at this if not too much time had 

elapsed . 

The task of identity is quite simple, if your copper is plated. The difficulty 
and challenge come when matching only a description with your coin. However, 
if the description is accurate and complete, the job is much easier. Even if 
you are unsuccessful at this, it’s still fun to compare your variety with a 
similar plate as to grade, die state, and price realized. 


Depending on what you collect and the grade, certain catalogues are more 
appealing than others . No attempt will be made to list all the significant or 
important ones regarding the early coppers. I'll leave that to someone else to 
do. Instead, here are a few available ones which I find interesting and helpful.

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CENTS OF 1835 


John D . Wright 


Eighteen thirty-five - the end of an era. During this year the old coining 
presses were formally retired, the "multiple profile" epidemic was cured, 
the fat dowager on the cent went on a diet, variety— charisma fell to a low ebb, 
and my interest dropped to zero. For well over a decade I considered the 
stereotyped images of the 1835 Slim Bust, 1836, 1837, and 1838 too much of 
a penance to pay just to get to 1 839 - the next (and last) year to hold any 
interest for me. But all things change with time. Who knows, in another 
decade or two I may even try my hand at collecting the buttons that passed as 
cents in the 1830's and 50's. 

The series presented here is only the Matron Head varieties (alias 
"Old Head", "Type of 1 81 6" , "Fat Head", "Yuk! " and other like descrip- 
tors). These have a bit of charm, many interesting die states, several highly 
distinctive varieties, more than a few rarities, and they are punch-linked 
and die-linked to 1 831 and 1 834 - which makes a fitting climax to a 20-year 
series . 

These varieties fall into two simple chains with only one provable inter- 
ruption . One of these chains begins with the old 1 834 star-and-date-punches , 
which, without the interruption , would uniquely determine a simple emission 
sequence. These two simole chains could be joined by a single die (1831 
N2 ,3) , further simplifying the matter. 

But after these roses we are confronted with the thorny questions of die- 
states, commonalities with earlier and later issues, and punch-breakage. 

The last half of the broken chain (N9, 1 /I 1,5,6) should come at the end of the 
year because of its broken-A punches (unseen on earlier years except the 
1835-struck 1831 cent 13 (N2)) and because the N6 reverse comes from the 
same hub as all the slim-bust reverses. The other end of this chain (N9,1) 
was placed first because of the 1 834-style date and star punches - but this 
strange obverse may have slept till later, since its first use is with a 
broken-A reverse (N9). The sequence presented here resolves all but this 
single paradox - the earliest obverse with a broken-A reverse. Do we place 
this pair before the N2, 4,1 0,3,1 8,12,13 chain for its 1 834 obverse? Or 
after this chain for its borken-A reverse? I chose the former. 

Two varieties of this 1 835 group are known in Proof, but five of the 12 
varieties are currently unknown in Mint State, and four more boast less 
than ten MS examples combined. That makes 1835 a boring year for the 
epicure, but it is a fascinating year for the non-perfectionist and is my single 
favorite year of the whole 1 81 6-39 series. 
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Cent 1 


Large 8, Large Stars 
PLS R, Large Ctr Dot

Obverse 1 ; Large stars, large date, with oversize 8 and ball topped 3 as 

on 1830-34 (diagnostic). Dentils are long and narrow, as on all obverses 
and all but one reverse of this year. A broken inner circle strings the 
dentil tips. Sixth star is far right of the coronet tip. A '1 ' was 
punched into the bust, its peak extending from the top edge of the bust. 
LIBERTY has BERT recut at top, E at lower left, and R is notably 
smaller than E-T. 

Reverse A: Key leaves point C, R, SPR, C. Legend is small as on all 

1835 reverses. Denomination is larger, as on all but two 1835 reverses. 
In legend all E's and A's are patched - E's at lower left, and A's at inner 
right foot. The broken A-punch shows this die to be a later production 
than several other reverses of this year, but this variety is placed first 
here because of its distinctive 1 834-style obverse. Large center dot. 

Striking variations; Obverse is cracked from rim over *3 thru *4-13, 
finally to rim under 5. Reverse is usually perfect, but occasionally 
cracked from rim over E thru tops RIC back to rim before A. Finally, 
this piece breaks out into a full rimbreak. Two multi— struck examples 
in this state attest to the complete catastrophic failure of this die, likely 
accounting for this variety's scarcity. 

Discussion; R5-, rare but not excessively so . 65, 50, 50, 40, 40, 35. 

The best is a cyanided gem from '59 MANA that was superbly restored 
by Breen, to Helfenstein;1 57, now Gene Reale. The 50's are Blaisdell- 
Naftzgen and Loring— R. S. Brown, followed by NN30;510, my coin, 
Hines-Sheldon-Starr, and Holmes ; 1 569. These are followed by another 
half-dozen or so at grades 20-30, at least a dozen Fines, and several 
others lower. This is a popular variety that may bring around a 1 .5x 
premium or so. 

Cent 2 Large 8, Large Stars N-1 

PLF C, Sawtooth Dentils 

Obverse 1 ; Obverse die same as last, later. The obverse crack grows 
plainer . 

Reverse B; Key leaves point NC, NC, C, NC. Small legend, small 

denomination, broad dentils which are now weakened into a sawtooth 
appearance. Letters of STATES are widely spaced . PLF C is 
diagnostic. In AMERICA, both A's have flat tops and I is dotted by a 
dentil. In the denomination, O leans left, N is recut at lower right, E 
is low, and E of CENT is boldly doubled above. Small center dot. This 
is the same die as 1831 cent 12 (N3) and 1834 cent 3 (N5), struck after 
the former and before the latter. Dentilation is mushy, sawtooth- 
aooearing . 
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Striking variations; Obverse crack grows stronger. No catastrophic 
failures are known to me. 

Discussion; Rl , common in all grades. 70, 65, 65, 65, 65, 65. The best 
is Beckwith; 82-Book-Clapp-ANS, the plate coin in the 1957 Standard 
Catalogue. There are at least nine 65's, the French-Naftzger piece 
probably the best of them. There are over a dozen more MS examples 
and at least a half-dozen borderline Lines. This is likely the most common 
Matron 1835, accounting for almost half of all large-head 1835 s. It 
commands no premium. 

Cent 3 Close, Straight Date; No Cracks N-2 

PLD NL 

Obverse 2; Small date, small stars. The 8 is small and 3 has a curl-top as 
on the 2's of the previous decade (and 1832). This style remains constant 
through 1839. Date is straight across its bottom, not following the curve 
of the rim, and is closely spaced. The 1 is well back from the bust tip. 
Sixth star is a bit right of coronet tip, but not so far right as on most 
others of this type and year. LIBERTY has L low and strongly recut 
below, I leaning right, tops of BE-T recut, and BER very close at both 
top and bottom. A diagonal die cut extends from the nostril toward the 
feet of the R. This cut usually shows only on higher-grade examples. 

Reverse C: Key leaves point NL , NC, NC-, NC. Legens is small, with 

denomination larger. PLD NL is diagnostic. The N of UNITED is 
boldly double-punched along its right side, and a graver-slip nearly joins 
the feet of TE(S) . All E's are patched as on earlier-listed dies, but the 
A's are perfect. A short graver-scratch extends from the ribbon-tip. 

Both N’s of the denomination lean right, with the final E high and T low. 
Tiny center dot. 

Striking variations; Obverse die remains unbroken. Reverse always has a 
light crack joining the tops of UNITED STATES OF. This grows 
heavier as the oeriohery begins to weaken with extensive radial flow- 
lining. The tiny center dot and points from leaftip and between TE(S) 
gradually vanish. The obverse also begins to flowline somewhat. 

Discussion; R34, scarce but not rare. 65, 60, 60, 60, 55, 50. The best is 
the Sartoris-C. D. Smith-M. Z. Gerson coin, followed by Newcomb- 
Starr, Meghrig, French;543, Hines-Sheldon-Stari — '49 ANA;1 687-Gaskill , 
a reported 50, at least a dozen XF's and over a dozen VF's. Fifth- 
commonest Matron of the year, and one of the more popular ones. It 
generally commands a slight premium, rarely over about 1 ,2x. 
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Cent 4 


Date Close to Bust, Cracked thru Tops

PLD NL 

Obverse 3; Small date, small stars. Date is widely spaced, curved, but 
not as curved as the border. A strong inner circle joins the dentil tips 
from first to fifth star, continuing weaker the rest of the way around the 
die. The date has its 1 under the lowest curve of the bust, much nearer 
the bust than the border. The sixth star is well right of the coronet tip. 
LIBERTY has IBER all but touching at their bases, with BER boldly re- 
cut at their centers - the R apparently over a much smaller R. 

Reverse C: NL. NC, NC-, NC. Same die as previous, same die state and 

later . 

Striking variations; Obverse is always cracked from rim over *3 thru first 
two stars and top of date and beyond . Another crack from center of 5 
passes thru the last three stars to the rim over *10. A third, much 
fainter crack extends vertically thru *6 before coronet thru brow to 
nostril. The reverse has been lightly lapped since its previous marriage, 
is now less bold, but with the crack more obvious. Finally, a huge 
chunk falls out over NITED, causing an early retirement of the reverse 
die. 

Discussion: R5+, one of the rare ones. 40, 40, 35, 35, 30, 25. The best 

are dupont : 735-Gaskill , Williams : 408, Blaisdell, and J. P. Young-Clapp- 
ANS , followed by a reported 30-coin, Newcomb; 658-Starr , nine more in 
grades 12-20, plus around a dozen and a half lower. This one consistently 
brings a 3x-5x variety- premium . 

Cent 5 Date Close to Bust, Cracked thru Tops N-10 

PLD NR, PLC C 

Obverse 3; Same die as previous, and the same die state. 

Reverse D; Key leaves point NR, PR. SPR, C. All E's are patched and all 
A’s are perfect. Graver slips extend left from the feet of F,E and I in 
OF AMERICA, and O is lightly recut at lower left. MERI is very 
widely soaced, with leaf almost touching base of C . N of CENT is boldly 
doubled below its diagonal. Rather large center dot. 

Striking variations; Obverse is cracked as described previously. Reverse 
is always cracked thru tons UNITED ST above A to rim over T, with 
another crack from rim over M thru tops ER, centers IC, feet of A to 
stem. The piece over ST (almost to D) develops into a large triangular 
rimbreak, accounting for the early discard of yet another die. 
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Discussion- R5+, another toughie. 50, 40, 30, 30, 25, 20. The best is one 
Del Bland turned up at ANA'76, thence to Ted Naftzger. The other nice 
ones are Hines-Sheldon-Blaisdell , Taylor-Naftzger , NN MBS 9/67-.197- 
R.S. Brown, Newcomb : 665-Starr, three 20’s, nearly a dozen Fines, and 
maybe another dozen and a half lower. This brings the same 3x-5x 
premium as cent 4. 

Cent 6 Date Close to Bust, Crac ked thru Tops N~3 

PLC FPR 

Obverse 3: Same die as last, slightly later. Tiny rimbreaks develop at the 

dentil-roots at K9 and K 6 . The cracks grow stronger. 

Reverse E ; Key leaves point NR, FPR, FPR, FPR - the highest leaftip 

nearer O than S, the next nearer A than F, and the last pair under the 
feet of the final A. All E's are broken and minimally patched, with the 
A»s perfect. The final A is very far from the stem, and the legend is 
farther from the wreath than on any other 1 835. A short, square point 
extends from the inner leaftip over O in ONE. The denomination is from 
the same small-letter punches as the legend, and these E’s are also 
manually patched and doubled above. N of CENT is doubled above and 
right, and T has a lumo below its upright. Small center dot. 

Striking variations; Obverse is cracked as described, and reverse is cracked 
lightly thru center of CA, stem, ribbon, bases UNITED STATES, center 
CP A . pater strikes have the reverse lapped, details fainter, center 
dot gone, the crack even fainter than on earlier strikes. Occasionally 
found with reverse crossways, rotated right. 

Discussion; R3 , scarce but not rare . 60, 60, 50, 50, 35, 35. The MS ones 

are Sartoris-Bland-Naftzger and N ewcomb; 660-S tarr . Other nice ones 
are my coin, Kreisberg 5/58;1 254-Blaisdell-R . S . Brown, French;544- 
Clarke-"Schwartz" ; 68 4- Na ftzger , Blaisdell-Bland-M . Z . Gerson, M. 
Varner-C . Funk, at least three 30’s, over a dozen in grades 20-25, and 
many lower. This one may command up to a 1 ,2x premium occasionally, 
but generally does not. 

Cent 7 Date Close to Bust, Cracked thru Tops #18 

A's Lack Inner Rt. Feet 

Obverse 3; Same die as previous, cracked the same, with minor rimbreaks 
at K5, K 6 , and K9. 

Reverse F; Key leaves point NR , FPR FPR, NR. Legend is small, with 

larger denomination. All A’s and E's in legend are broken and most are 
not patched - the only 1 835 reverse thus . The E's lack their lower left 
foot and the first two A's lack their inner right foot , with the third A being 
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the only repaired letter. The final S of STATES was first punched well 
right of its present position, leaving two vertical dashes a millimeter to 
its right. RI and CA are especially widely spaced. Large, bold center 
dot. 

Striking variations; No variations noted - all seen have broken obverse and 
perfect reverse. This reverse also appears on 1831 cent 13 (N-2), 
which was struck after this variety. The broken condition of the obverse 
may account for its final discard, but it is nowhere near as damaged as 
six other dies of this year, so perhaps there is yet hope of somebody 
turning up an 1 835 cent 7 with massive rimbreak obliterating the first 
two and last three stars and date - or some portion thereof. 

Discussion; R6, the rarest 1 835 . 20, 20, 15, 15, 12, 12. The best ones 

are Loring-Naftzger, my coin, R.C. Burress, Breen-NN 50;1571- 
Starr (discovery coin, 1952), Bland-R . S. Brown, and Bland-me-T. S. 
Chalkley. Of the 20 examples now known of this variety I've owned nine 
(discovered six). Other big-finders are Rod Burress (3), Denis Loring 
(2), Del Bland (2), and Walter Breen (2). Surprisingly , a large flurry 
of them turned up in 1972-3, accounting for over half of the now-known 
population. First discovered in 1952, it is amazing that this distinctive 
die-combination could have gone so many years unrecognized. By 1968 
there were four known, three more by the end of 1971 , with twelve more 
turning up between 3/72 and 1/74, and only one since. This variety is the 
least rare and the most distinctive not-in-Newcomb variety before 1840. 

It usually brings a premium in the 9x-1 Ox range. 

Cent 8 Date Close to Rim, *6 FR N-1 2 

A's Lack Inner Rt. Feet 

Obverse 4; Small date, small stars. There is a plain, nearly complete 

inner circle under the dentil tips K6-K12. The date is farther right than 
on previous dies, is nearer to the dentils than to the bust, and is very 
closely spaced. The sixth star is far right of the coronet tip. LIBERTY 
has the feet of IBE all extremely close, E boldly cut at centerbar, and 
RT well apart. 

Reverse F; NR, FPR, FPR, NR. Same die as previous, and same die 
state . 

Striking variations; Obverse is cracked from rim over *3 thru the first two 
stars to top of 1 8, center of 35 to outer tip of *13. Another crack runs 
from the rim between *8,9 just outside *9, and on thru *10-13. Finally, 
a rimbreak occurs at the top end of this crack, outside *8-9. With this, 
yet another 1 835 die saw an early retirement. The reverse remains 
perfect and was struck before cent 13 (N-2) of 1 831 . 
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Discussion- R4+, quite seance but not one of the biggies. 50, 45, 40, 40, 

35 35’. The best ones are Clapp-ANS, Newcomb:667-S tarn, Hines- 

Sheldon-Starr-'49 ANA;1 695, J.P. Young : 595-J. Kolar, Gies ; 640-W . C . 
Blaisdell, J . A . Bobbe-M.Z. Gerson, and Loring-R . S . Brown. These 
are followed by three or four 30's, at least eight at 20-25, and several 
lower. Cent 8 may occasionally command up to a 2x premium. 

C ent 9 D oubled 5, Crack Base Date N-1 3 

A's Lack Inner Rt. Feet 

Obverse 5- Small date, small stars. Date is well right of bust tip as on the 
previous die, but is much higher - being about midway between bust and 
dentils. The 5 is boldly doubled below. Sixth star is right of the 
coronet tip, but less so than on the previous die. First star is lower 
("farther right) than on any other old-head-small-star 1 835. LIBERTY 
has L low, IBE close and even, with BE joined. The ER are recut over 
old-style letters - the E spectacularly so over a square-serif E and the 
R less obviously so over a straight-tailed R. 


Reverse F: NR, FPR , FPR, NR. Same die as last, later. Border is weak 

and with radial flowlines. This was struck after cent 1 3 (N-2) of 1 831 . 

Striking variations: Obverse is always cracked from dentil tips between 

*4-5, downward outside the first four stars, thru bottom of date, and 
outside the last two stars to the dentils between *11-12. A small failure 
develops early, making a "tail” extending right from the 5, then a dot 
like ’chip' develops below 83. The reverse is weaker, slightly buckled 
at center, strongly flowlined at the edge, with dentilation progressively 
mushing out. Later strikes show a strong arc of impressed dentils 
inside the wreath above ONE. Finally, a heavy crack runs from the rim 
near *4, thru the outer points of *5, to the rim near *6, and the enclosed 
section begins to sink, providing yet another fatality for this accident- 

prone year . 

Discussion: R4, another scarce one . 60, 60, 50, 40, 40, 35. The best non- 

Proofs are Proskey-Plines-Sheldon-Starr , Katen 6/49:26, '54 ANA, 
Moellering-Lu Riggs, Blaisdell, at least three 35's, over a dozen more 
at 20-30, and several lower. One one-sided Proof (obv. Proof) has been 
confirmed and another example has been rumored . The confirmed Proof 
is Beckwith: 83-W . F. Morgan:270-Newcomb;668-Starr . This coin is 
plated in Newcomb (1 944) and the Standard Catalogue (1 957) . This 
variety usually brings around 1 ,5x or so. 
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Cent 10

PLD C PLF NL, V-Break

Obverse 6: Small date, small stars. The date is evenly and widely spaced, 

with 1 centered between the lowest curve of bust and dentils below. 

Sixth star is far right of the coronet tin, and tenth star is well away 
from the hairbun - the only small-star Matron head 1835 thus. LIBERTY 
has two diagonal scratches up thru L, a line joining the tops of LIBE 
(strongest between LI - also diagnostic), and letters IBERTY all recut - 
strongest on ER. The curl-tail R is over a straight-tailed R. 

Reverse G: Key leaves point C, NC , NL, NC. Legend is small and 

denomination larger. The E's and A's in legend are broken and patched 
as on reverse A, though with a bit more skill. A in STATES is slightly 
high. E of ONE is doubled below. Medium to large center dot, though 
this may not show as the central reverse is generally rather weak. 

Striking variations: Obverse is perfect, then lightly cracked thru bases of 

835. Reverse is cracked in a ’V' from dentils at bottom thru tops of 
UNIT and ERICA. Another faint crack- joins feet of TED STA. The 
V-crack is occasionally faint, usually bold, and eventually develops a 
rimbreak covering the tops of U. This rimbreak progresses as a sinking 
before falling out completely. The Proof strikes account for the existence 
of this die, while its early failure accounts for its rarity. 

Discussion: R6-, another goodie. 55, 50, 40, 40, 30, 30. The best two are 

ones reported to or seen by Breen a decade or more ago - no other 
details to date. These are followed by Hines -Sheldon-Starr-'49 
ANA: 1 694, Deetz-Clapp-ANS , Bland-Ramont, and Wallace;64l -me . 
Another half-dozen have been noted at the 20-25 level, followed by four 
Fines and nearly another dozen lower. Two Proofs are known from these 
dies, both from the earliest die state. The Clapp-ANS Proof is the 
better one, but blunt at the forelock. The Newcomb-.666-Starr Proof is 
impaired, now AU50. This variety usually draws a 6x-8x premium if 
an impatient variety- col lector can be located. If two such are vying, the 
situation of EAC '77 ; 262 may arise - where a FI 5 brought $130. 

Cent 1 1 *10 Away from Hea d N-5 

PLF C, Sawtooth Dentils 

Obverse 6; Same as previous, now cracked lightly thru bottom of 835. 

Reverse B: NC, NC C, NC. Same die as cent 2, slightly later. Struck 
before 1 834 cent 3 (N-5), but after 1 831 cent 1 2 (N-3) . 

Striking variations; Obverse has a light crack thru bases of 835 and to the 
right. Reverse is always rather mushy - this progresses. 
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Discussion: Rl , the second-commonest old-head 1835. At least eight 65's 

are known, around 13* dozen 60*s, and over a dozen more borderline 
MS . There are no standouts among the best half dozen, and so many of 
the 65's have changed hands so many times that a listing would be re- 
dundant. Suffice it to say that cent 1 1 is readily attainable in MS - even 
in choice MS . This variety is the commonest SDSS cent of 1 835. The 
group of cents 2,11,12 (N-1 ,5,6) accounts for fully 80% or more of all 
Matron 1835's. Obviously cent 11 commands no premium. 

O ent 12 * 10 Away from Head N-6 

PLS NR, PLF NR 

Obverse 6: Same die as last, always plainly cracked thru bases 835 and to 

the right. 

Reverse H: Key leaves point PC, NR, NR, PC. Small legend, larger 

denomination. All A’s and E's in legend are repaired as on previous 
dies. Center dot is extremely tiny or (usually) missing. This is the 
first use of the complete reverse hub of 1 835, which created this die 
and all of the slim-bust 1 835 reverses . The characteristic leaf /letter 
alignment and widely separated AM characterize this hub, and individual 
dies from it can be differentiated only by die cracks and minor manual 
retouchings . 

Striking variations: Reverse detail fades, date crack remains unchanged. 

No other cracks noted. 

Discussion: Rl , third-common est Matron 1835. 70, 70, 65, 65, 60, 60. 

The best are Hoffman-. 743-Naftzger , the British Museum, G. Pierce; 
106, Alto ; 576-R. S. Brown, and a string of five or six at 60+. These 
are followed by over another dozen 60’s and at least two dozen 55's. 

This last obverse of the old broad-bust type was as tough an old lady as 
the image upon her. She produced large quantities of cents with each of 
her last two mates and was finally retired with only minimal wear. This 
memento of the end of an era elicits respect and a touch of nostalgia - 
but no variety premium.

Major Raymond D. Fowler, a former EAC member and U.S. Air Force 
pilot assigned to the 64th Fighter Weapons Squadron at Nellis AFB, Nevada, 
was blinded and injured in a freak accident on March 30. He was engaging in 
a mock dogfight at 20,000 feet over the Gulf of Mexico, about 70 miles from 
Eglin AFB in Florida, when his F-5E fighter plane canopy malfunctioned and 
broke away from the aircraft. 

His wing man, Capt. David McCloud, piloting another F-5E aircraft next 
to Fowler, was able to talk Fowler down to a landing at Eglin AFB despite his 
injuries by supplying him with altitude, position, and speed information. 

Fowler was rushed to the Eglin Base Hospital where his right eye was removed 
at surgery. He remained in stable condition after the operation. 

Fowler and McCloud were members of an aggressor squadron who were 
assigned to visit bases around the U.S. so as to train young pilots in serial 
combat.

THE KATENS FINALLY ADMIT THAT "PENNY-WISE" EXISTS

The annual list of numismatic publications provided as a service by the 
Katens for COIN WORLD ALMANAC has never included PENNY-WISE as a 
publication, despite Doc Lapp’s annual reminder to them. 

In the 1977 EAC auction, a set of P-W sold for $110. A similar set in the 
1978 EAC auction brought $220. Both sets had been donated by retiring charter 
members, with the proceeds going to EAC. 

In Katen's 47th sale, they catalogued the first set of P-W to be auctioned 
outside of EAC. Frank Katen reports that this was by far the most popular lot 
of the entire 1036-lot auction, eliciting over forty mail bids and bringing $255. 
on a $275. bid. The second most popular lot was a pristine example of 
Chapman's Jackman catalogue with original prices and plates.

Herb then spoke on the problems surrounding the early U.S. Mint, and he 
gave us a fine historical background, after which he offered some personal re- 
flections on Dr. Sheldon and other people he has known through his association 
with our fine hobby. Such a talk as this is what truly makes a good meeting - 
and Herb certainly kept us very interested . 

At 9:30 P.M. , the meeting was adjourned and all of us broke out new 
discoveries, trades, and duplicates. Natalie Halpern showed a very unusual 
1 849 cent which was very ornately engraved. Herb Silberman passed around 
an s-128 which was some 20 per cent off-center - it probably broke the die. 
Bob Miller sold his newly acquired S-272. Carv Goodridge showed a double- 
struck 1 803 half cent which he had acquired at the bourse - the date was struck 
again about 95 per cent off-center, across LIBERTY . 

Other them Jack Beymer's table at the bourse, there was not much copper 
at the convention. Roy Rauch did pick up an XF-AU S-30, however. The 
auction contained a nice S-14 in VG10 and two VF 1 794's, the S-64 and S 72. 

Just a word of thanks to the Metropolitan Numismatic Association for its 
gracious hospitality and a reminder to look for our next regional meeting, 
probably at the GENA show in September.

At 7; 30 P.M. on March 30, a group of copper enthusiasts gathered at 
Carl Windon's home in Oakland, California, for a regional EAC meeting.

After informal greetings were extended, we went to Carl's basement 
where elaborate facilities had been prepared . The evening opened with Bob 
Vail giving a run-down on the EAC Convention held in February in Los Angeles.

A general discussion on half cents and large cents followed, and the finest 
known 1811 G-2a (4-star rim break) half cent was exhibited. As more coins 
started drifting out of boxes and out of the cubby holes in Carl Windon's desk, 
every one started looking at and talking about the early coppers. Bob Vail had 
a double-row box of coins from his collection, and Chuck Woodruff had his 
major variety and date set of large cents to show. After Carl had taken out 
nearly his complete collection, the table became covered with coins - even a 
few silver pieces appeared. Steve Lund and Fred Lowndes checked over all the 
half cents, while Bill Carmel spent considerable time in looking over five high- 
grade early date half cents and an 1802 S-225 large cent in MS60+. With all 
this lovely material scattered around, Dave Stagg singled out to buy a 1 91 7-S 
half dollar with the obverse mint mark. It had been harshly cleaned, but is 
destined to turn up at the next local coin show as "Gem BU", though not 
necessarily in Dave's stock. 

Besides the half dollar, several other coins changed hands, all being large 
cents. Carl purchased a VF 1793 S-1 0 . He's trying to complete the 1793 
varieties. Stu traded the 1822 N-7 in a deal which involved four EF-AU large 
cents, all with dates in the 1830's, and a promise of other favors in the near 
future. This completed the transactions for the evening. 

After refreshments and a discussion of some of the upcoming auction sales, 
the group started to break up. By 1 1 :30 P.M. , everyone had left, and another 
very enjoyable EAC meeting was over.

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BOOK REVIEW

The latest publication off the FCI Press is THE FINANCIAL MANAGE- 
MENT OF YOUR COIN/STAMP ESTATE, written by D. Larry Crumbley 
and Tony L. Crumbley, Both are distinguished authorities in the financial and 
tax worlds, especially as they pertain to coins and stamps. Both are ANA 
members. Larry has authored many articles and books; Tony operates a 
coin and stamp company in North Carolina. 

The 235-page, hard-bound book which sells for $1 6.50 covers all aspects 
of the coin and stamp hobbies, delving into IRS regulations and activities, 
record-keeping, deductible expenses for the dealer as well as the collector/ 
investor, estate planning, lifetime giving, charitable contributions, philan- 
thropic gifts, what to do about counterfeit items, etc. This books tells it all! 

I was most impressed with the completeness of its contents. There is so 
much information here which affects all of us, and there are many times when 
it is most important to be well-informed. Eight chapters are included in the 
appendix at the back of the book, and these include information on advisory 
letters, insurance, appropriate periodicals, even what to do to protect yourself 
against burglary. 

The book is an excellent adjunct to any collector's or dealer's library, and 
I recommend it. It should be read through carefully when you first receive it 
and then kept close at hand for constant referral . It's that kind of a book!

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AN EAC REGIONAL SURVEY

On March 28, 1978, the 66 members of EAC's Mid-Atlantic region were 
sent a survey, along with a pre-addressed return postcard. The survey was 
designed to assist in the planning of future regional events. 

As of April 25, postcards, letters, or personal contacts had been re- 
ceived from 20 members. Since other regional areas may benefit from the 
results of our survey, here are the questions asked, the answers received, 
and a synopsis of the pertinent comments . 

Question #1 . How many regional meetings do you think should be held 
each year? The answers received suggested one through six. One, three, and 
'more than 4 but less than 6* each received three favorable responses. Two 
meetings and four meetings each received five responses . It seems that the 
trick is to meet often enough to satisfy each member's desire to meet other 
copper collectors without making regional events seem like "just another coin- 
related activity". 

Question #2. Do you prefer meeting (a) at coin shoes, (b) at members' 
homes, (c) elsewhere? Over two-thirds of those responding indicated a pre- 
ference for meeting at coin shows. Many noted that a good show is a major 
coin event, providing a diversity of attractions, etc. Those who preferred 
home meetings cited a lack of other distractions as a main advantage. 

Question #3 . How far would you travel to attend a meeting at (a) coin 
shows, (b) private homes? Surprisingly enough, most members would travel 
the same distance, whether the meeting was at a coin show or a private home. 
Only 7 indicated a split response - all 7 would travel further to a coin show. 
Answers as to distance ranged between 50 arid 200 miles, although 13 indicated 
100 miles as a maximum distance. 

Question #4. Have you ever attended a regional EAC meeting? Approxi- 
mately 60 per cent answered "yes". Of those who indicated a "no" answer, 
many said that they expected to attend future such meetings . 

Question #5. What topic or activity would you like to see most at a 
regional meeting? Most every one listed three or more items. Recurring 
suggestions included (not in any particular order): whist matches, help with 
attribution, grading discussions, slide shows, swaps, etc. 

We wish to express our thanks to all those who responded to the survey, 
and we hope that other regional areas can use some of this data.

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THE NORTH WEST COIN SHOW

Each year about this time in the spring, I eagerly look forward to the 
biggest coin show around these parts - the North West Coin Show, held in 
downtown Minneapolis, with approximately 50 to 60 dealers in attendance. 

This show draws to a close the local numismatic activities until fall; and it 
not only provides an opportunity for us to see new stock from the 'out-of-town' 
dealers, but hopefully we can come to terms with the local dealers on cents 
we've been dickering over all winter. Fortunately, such was the case again 
this time. 

The highlight of the show, however, turned out to be neither of the above, 
but rather a series of events which could happen only in numismatics . Around 
noon on the first day, an elderly gentleman brought an entire coin collection 
into the bourse room and promptly sold it to a dealer. When the transaction 
was completed, he turned and walked away. Later, I learned that the collec- 
tion consisted of coins from half cents to dollars, all housed in Whitman folders, 
and a type set in the 'Library of Coins' albums. 

Although the coins in the type set ranged in grade only from Fair to Fine, 
the significant thing was that the set was fully complete, including every 
major design. This particular series of albums - the Library of Coins - 
is probably the toughest of all to complete because of all the spaces contained 
therein for early pieces. Nevertheless, all the spaces were filled. The date 
sets included every mint mark. 

But to continue The dealer who brought the collection sold it in- 

tact to another dealer shortly afterwards, and he in turn sold it to still another. 
It was at this point that I entered the picture. While standing at a nearby 
table, I was called and asked to determine whether or not a 1 799 large cent was 
for real. A quick glance gave me toe answer, and I responded with a shrug 
and a definite "no". The coin turned out to be a 1 798 S-1 68, with a crude 9 
engraved over the 8. My eyes lit up as I glanced over toe rest of toe collection, 
and I asked if anything was for sale. I was told that it would be in about am 
hour, once toe dealers had completed their transactions. 

Keeping one eye on my watch and the other on the dealers in their corner, 

I returned to the table in exactly 60 minutes. When asked what I was interested 
in seeing, I replied "the large cents, please". Most of toe early cents graded 
G to VG, and except for toe 1799, everything else was authentic. The dealer, 
who seemed to be very friendly, told me to select what I liked and he would 
sell them to me at a lot price. I chose a 1 793 S-2 from toe type set and a 
1796 S-87 and an 1804 S-266 with toe perfect dies, from toe date set. Each 
graded Good. Surprisingly, toe dealer quoted a very reasonable figure, and 
without hesitation or a whimper, I jumped at it. 

By the end of toe day, toe original collection was spread throughout the 
room, which more than likely, would have amazed toe old timer. To sum it 
all up, one would have to say that happiness is - an opportunity like this to 
come along for both toe dealers' and the collectors' benefit - a most delightful 
day for everybody.

We pretty much agreed that using Panatonic-X or Vericolor 
film in a single reflex camera equipped with extension tubes or bellows and a 
short telephoto lens (90-1 05 mm .) would produce the best results . Lighting 
can be from a small strobe unit or from different types of photoflood lamps 
controlled by rheostat dimmer switches. 

One use of photographic slides which is not commonly used is to view the 
slides through a microscope under 10-20 power, with illumination provided 
from below the stage. The results are fabulous for study purposes.

NOTARY AND CORPORATE SEAL PRESSES AGAIN AVAILABLE 

Urban-Anthi Coins, of P. O. Box 305, Bristol, Pennsylvania, 19007, 
has advised the Editor that they have more notary and corporate seal presses 
now available. These presses can be dismantled and altered for use as coin 
presses . 

A previous write-up telling about such seal presses being offered for sale 
appeared in the July 15, 1977 issue of P-W, p 175.

$800. The postal savings is of a continuing nature, and Jeff Oliphant 
assures me that he can and will run the 1 978 Annual Meeting "in the 
black". Assuming we can rely on future EAC shows following the 
profit-precedent of the 1977 and 1978 shows, we should be able to 
continue the 1 978 reduced $1 5 dues rate or maybe even cut it further 
in 1 979 .

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letters to the editors 


From CHUCK FUNK: (This letter was written on February 13 and enclosed 
when Chuck forwarded his annual index for inclusion in the March issue. 

Because of space limitations in that issue, it could not be included. The 
letter follows:) "I have rather lost my enthusiasm for cent collecting, at least 
for the present, and I can't tell how long it'll last. The problem lies in what 
seems to be the long, long gaps in time between the addition of new specimens 
to my collection. You have known, though you may well have forgotten, that I 
long ago decided that my specialization in the cent field would be the Coronet 
series, by die variety and die state. As best as I've ever been able to deter 
mine, there are perhaps only a half-dozen or so collectors across the country 
who have elected this particular specialization. And I daresay most of them 
have come to the same point of no (or little) return — we have exhausted the 
supply within our respective reaching distances. 

I know that some of the clan travel hundreds of miles to reach coin shows, 
and no doubt they have found, for the time being, that this pays off for them, 
but my own limit is about fifty miles each way, except to a show giving promise 
of being really worthwhile, such as EAC's annual meeting, or ANA's annual 
convention, when I may stretch that limit to a hundred, or even a hundred and 
fifty miles each way. Regardless, the rate of return, as far as building my own 
special collection goes, has fallen off to near the vanishing point, and it gets 
discouraging. Not that I've stopped going, nor stopped looking, but it's months, 
now, since I've made an addition to my cents. 

So I've branched out. Nowadays, what I find a much better rate of return 
is to locate tokens and medals having a subject relation to the State of 
Connecticut. My present ambition in this field is to amass a collection worthy 
of pneparation of a catalog of Connecticut tokens and medals . To date, no one 
has done so, 

I have to say, too, that I was disappointed in the EAC auction catalog this 
year. I could hardly believe that EAC would put out its very own sale catalog 
lacking so many basic attributions of early coppers! Hardly any of the 
"colonials" and somewhere near one-quarter of the cents (Lots 177-79 - there 
may be more - totalling 43 pieces - wait a minute - hold it - Lots 53 and 65—70, 
for a grand total of about 1 80, which is now more than half of all the cents) 
were unattributed! And as for die states, one would find it difficult to know that 
there was such a thing, so very few lots made mention of this part of the total 
identification. I did find one lot in "my" series that was totally attributed and 
that I actually lacked and might have bid on, but by that time I was so totally 
discouraged by the whole setup that I even let that slide. It was only a 10-coin, 
anyway. 

But EAC is to be back in NYC the next year or two, and by that time maybe 
I’ll feel better about the whole thing and go down and try to find some new die 
states. Meanwhile, if you know of anyone who'd like to open negotiations for an 
Early Copper collection of somewhat over 800 specimens, of which close to 
500 are die states of Coronet cents, I could probably be talked into a deal." 
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From DONALD BOTTERON: "There have been several suggestions about 

binding P-W, but I’d like to add my experience. The bookstore at the local 
university has many calls to bind theses, extensive reports, and similar 
materials, so I put them to work on P-W. I have the first nine volumes 
in four bindings, 1-3, 4-5 with the cumulative index, 6-7, and 8-9. I put the 
index out of sequence, but that makes the volumes more nearly equal in 
size. Probably anyone near a college may be able to get a similar deal. 
They use a Belobind machine, a #7201 double binder put out by A. B. Dick. 
Basic sizes are 1 , 2, and 3", with hard covers priced at $3.75 and available 
in black, blue, and maroon. Soft covers are cheaper, but I didn't like them 
nor check prices. I left my P-W’s one day and picked them up the next. 

No imprint is provided, but I typed my own stick-on labels. The surface is 
a rather coarse pebble grain, so rub-on gold letters might have a rough 
time of it. The only trouble with the whole business is that now you have all 
of your old P-W in handy form and you have to read the whole bunch all over 
again! 

John's current series is the greatest since his overdate series. I have 
been crying on his shoulder, by mail, about the designations. We value our 
S and N numbers and think we ought to go on with W numbers, such as 
1 8W4. This is short and to the point, has the advantage of being open 
ended for each year (the NC's didn't make the good doctor's sequence any 
easier to use, not that I ever got my hands on one), and certainly can't be 
thought of as downgrading Newcomb." 


From DEL BLAND: "This has been a good year so far. Trips to Florida, 

Chicago, and Los Angeles have produced a few nice early coppers. Still, 
the only large selections available are from Jack Beymer, Chuck Furjanic, 
and Ed Hipps. Other than what you can get from them, it's find a coin here 
and there and that's about all. The only 'finds' I can quickly recall are a 
VF30 1 804 G-9 in a Bowers & Ruddy auction and a VF30 1 796 S-95 in one 
of Stack's sales. A 1794 S-55, AU50 and the Chapman plate coin, is being 
sold in an upcoming Stack's auction. I don't know of any other quantities 
of large cents becoming available by private sale, other than what Ray 
Chatham is offering . 

I've been working on pedigrees and have uncovered some interesting 
facts. And the updating of the Late Date Condition Census seems like a 
never ending job. These two projects require a good library which I'm 
trying to build . Who has any early catalogues with plates for sale? I 
especially need these from 19th century auctions." 


************* 
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JOHN'S PRIMER OF TECHNICAL TERMS 


John D . Wright 

With the firm conviction that we are seriousing ourselves into an early 
eggheadedness , the following primer is dedicated to absolutely nothing. 

Grading : An attempt to justify price. 

Numerical Grading: A system whereby price takes quantum jumps according 

to the set of positive integers. Most sellers are content with numbers 
below 71 , but a few show more imagination. 

BS Grading: 

A. A system whereby one Buys at grade 'n* and Sells at grade 'n+* . 

B. A buyer's response to such a grade, as "that's a bunch of BS". 

Uncirculated: The coin has never been spent. It may, however, have been 

etched, scrubbed, buried, shot at, bent, or run over by a trolley. 

Minor Cabinet Friction: The cabinet was lined with gravel . 

Light Rubbing: . . . with coarse sandpaper. 

Borderline Unc : Basal State if the 'border* is wide enough. 

MS50: May be a bit better than MS20. 

Very Fine for Coin : The coin says "It's not my fault I look this rotten! " 

Fine: There is no question as to the denomination or the date. The coin 

should have as few holes as possible. 

Good: The general shape of the coin can be made out. Occasionally the 

denomination can be guessed . 

Cull: Less recognizeable than Good. 

Average Circulated: Whatever is on hand - generally ranging from Cull 

to Good . 

Red and Brown: A common non-commital term similar to "seasonably 

mild" . iFcould mean natural, original color, cyanide and sulfur, 
eraser and shoe polish, a cent discovered in Georgia clay, or any 
combination of the above. 

Sea Green: A more aesthetic way of saying 'gangrenous' or 'coated with 

copper sulphate'. The same applies to 'shades of ochre' instead of 
'encrusted with copper oxide'. Of course, either of these could 
surprise you, as they are also legitimate colors for copper. 
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May Have Been Cleaned at One Time ; Unquestionably stripped and/or 
scrubbed . 

Minor Porosity: The coin is corroded. 

Porous Planchet; The coin has pits on obverse and/or reverse extending 
no deeper than half its thickness . The obverse and reverse pits do not 
meet. 

Granular Surface ; Coin appears to be made of slag . 

Appears to have Been in a Fire : Coin is made of slag. 

Struck from Rusty Dies : See 'Porous Planchet' above. 

Few Edge Dings : Coin is square or hexagonal, depending on interpretation 
of 'few' . 

Slight Scratch : This is a line along which, if subjected to pressure, the 
coin would fold. 

Circular Defect at Top ; The plug shows plainly. 

Cracked Planchet; The coin is broken . 

Rarity; An estimate of actual count of the population of an item - such as 
"quite often money is rare in the Wright household". For a coin, 

'rare' often means expensive, but not always. Some rare items are 
sought by very few people and are thus relatively cheap. How much 
will you offer me for a tooth from under my daughter's pillow? 

Extreme Rarity ; I'm only selling one, though if the price is right I'll sell 
the rest. 

Unique ; The only one in this entire offering. 

Semi-Unique; Coin has cracked planchet (qv) - will sell separately. 

Only Three Known: ... in 1 926 - four more bags have come to light since 

then . 

Opportunity of a Lifetime; It will take a lifetime of wages to pay what I want 
for this one. 

A Pedigreed Example; This coin knows who its father was . 

Complete Set ; One or more coins bearing some relationship to each other 
or to something else, such as a "complete set of 1806 cents". Some 
incomplete sets are more complete than some complete ones. 
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Value: What a coin can be spent or sold for. If some book says a ccdn 

worth $1 000. and nobody will buy it and it can’t be spent, it is worth 
nothing. Regardless of what any book says, no coin is worth as much as 

a fhiend. 

Cataloguer's Estimate (of value) : Owner's fondest dream. 

Marked Prices (in bourse) : See 'Cataloguer's Estimate above. 

Price: This is a dollar-figure or grade-figure agreed between buyer and 

seller. It usually bears some relationship to Value', but this relation- 
ship is often quite temporary. The 'Value' of a coin is its actual selling 
'Price'. Five minutes later another agreed price may establish this 
value much higher or much lower. 

Fixed prices: This is what the seller thinks he may be able to milk out of 

some buyer . It is generally (though not necessarily) less than the 
National Debt. 

Auction Prices; While eggs are sold by the dozen, hamburger by the pound, 
and dirt by the acre, coins are sold at auction by the word. A fair rule 
of thumb is $500 per column inch. This rate may be modified upward by 
reserve bids, downward by collusion, or nullified by Divine Providence. 

Auction History: This is a form of ancestor-worship in which the price that 

J . P . G etty paid for his mansion should influence what I pay for my 
summer cottage. 

Grey Sheet; Dingy linen is a hard-water area. 


Bid: , 

A. The printed opinion of a coin dealer that another coin dealer uses 

to justify upping his prices . 

B. To raise your hand, nod, scratch your ear, smile, yawn, snore, or 
otherwise catch the attention of an auctioneer. 

Buy: 

A. A price even higher than 'Bid'. 

B . What you do if you bid too often . 

Profit Margin: The difference between buying-price and selling-price of a 

coin (see 'BS Grading 1 ) . Most sellers of coins operate on a very narrow 
profit margin - say ten percent or so. This means that if a coin costs 
them a dollar they must sell for eleven to realize their ten percent. 

Profit March: What your coins are supposed to do as the value of the dollar 

retreats - . This is akin to investing in bread, which, after three years 
can be sold as sanitary land fill, or in eggs, which, after a thousand years 
can be sold to the Chinese as a delicacy. 
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Coin Investment: 


A. Something akin to investing in a movie-ticket or investing in greens- 
fees at your local golf course. With this goal your coin investment 
is guaranteed to be profitable. 

B. A program similar to investing in your state lottery or your local 
bookie, where the hoped-for money-multiplier may fall your way - 
or maybe not. 

Coin Estate; The residue of a coin-investment after the investor found he 
couldn't take it with him. The heirs are guaranteed a profit, since the 
collection cost them nothing. The return to the investor depends on his 
investment-class (see 'Coin Investment*) . 

Taxes; 

A. Something as inevitable as the graduation of a Coin Investment to 
a Coin Estate. 

B. The host-state for the 1978 ANA Convention. 

Numismatist; 

A. A coin collector who reads more books about what his coins are 
than about what they are worth . 

B. A person who, on finding a coin he especially likes and knows is 
worth $1 0, when offered $1 00 for it would rather keep the coin. 

Condition Census; Originally, the top six coins known of a given variety. 

More recent usage (depending on the writer) includes any piece within 
twenty grade-points of the lowest-grade coin censused twenty years ago. 
Generally, this includes about half of all known large cents. 

Could This be the 1 5-Coin in the Condition Census? ; Only if it was run over 
by a trolley and dropped into a lye-bath since then. 

Randall Hoard ; A hoard of large cents surpassing the combined sizes of the 
Ruby hoard, the Blaisdell hoard, the Starr hoard, the ANS hoard, the 
Reiver hoard, the Brown hoard, the Naftzger hoard, the Wright hoard. 

The Ashby hoard, the Furjanic hoard, the Beymer hoard, the Hollins 
hoard, the Emerson hoard, the Gerson hoard, and the Borckardt hoard. 
Details of this century-old find (likely over 1 00 , 000 cents) can be found 
in back-issues of Penny-Wise, in some of Breen's writings, and in 
various other places. 

Five-Finger Word; A term proposed by our West-coast contingent for those 
more interested in $$$ than in coins or fellowship - generally spelled out 
one letter per finger as the hand closes around a usuriously large bill - 
G-R-E-E-D. 

Five-Finger Discount; The reason more people are less trusting in sharing 
their collections in a group. There is no known test for incipient five- 
fingeredness . If there were, EAC would be both more closed on admission 
and more open among our peers. 

Verse; Something you put 'Ob' or 'Re' onto to get heads or tails - and some- 
times 'Con' to talk with friends. 

Cent-aholic; The kind offish that makes all this possible.
